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The Rockerboy movement, also known as the 
Chromer subculture or the First Cyberpunk 
Wave is a subculture, artistic movement and 
aesthetics born in the early 2020s, mainly as a 
reformulation / rearrangement of the Punk 
subculture / movement of the 70s of the 20th 
century, mainly influenced by the works of 
Mike Pondsmith, different movements and 
aesthetics and the socio-economic conditions 
of the country of Spain at the beginning of the 
21st century. 


The followers of this subculture are known as 
Chromers, while the creators are known as 
Rockerboys / girls, Cyberpunks or "sonic 
terrorists". 
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Origins 


The origins of the movement can be found at 
the end of the 2010s approximately with the 
emergence of anti-"politically correct" 
movements which would influence its creator 
Piem Rockerboy I6n and would give rise to the 
First Cyberpunk Wave as such. Which was also 
influenced by the socio-economic situation in 
Spain, the country where this movement was 


born. 


The movement, as such, has existed since the 
appearance of articles such as "El fascismo es 
el nuevo punk" ( The fascism is the new punk ) 
by Antono in 2021, a newspaper article, which 

criticises the degradation of the term by more 
left-wing groups and how anyone (regardless 

of their ideology) who does not think like these 


people is branded a "fascist". But it was not

Philosophy 


The philosophy/ideology of the Rockerboy movement can be classified as post-centrist. 
Because it rejects the current dichotomy of society in favour of something new. For, it was 


the politicisation towards one side or the other that destroyed the original Punk. 


Although it could also be classified in a certain way within the post-left movements due to 
the great influence anarcho-nihilism has on it, another major influence, although in a much 


more subtle way, is the current known as Cyber-nihilism. 


Difference between the term Rockerboy and Rocker 


The term Rocker, beyond designating someone who makes Rock music, in the Hispanic 
world, especially by urban artists, has been used to designate a successful musician, who 
has the life of the superstars of yesteryear and does not care about anything except 


making more money and having more fame. 


While the term Rockerboy (or Rockergirl) is more akin to its fictional counterpart : 
Rockerboys are rebellious musicians who use music and revolt to fight authority. They are 
a lot like '80s punk rockers who look down on corporate "sellouts" as the traitors to the 
craft. With the exception that, unlike the punks of yesteryear, they are more flexible and 


can infiltrate in order to achieve their goals. 


Music 


Unlike other movements or aesthetics, the Rockerboy movement does not have a specific 
music linked to it, since its objectives include "infecting the system", using means such as 
music, which has given rise to a variety of new sub-genres that have emerged from popular 


music, including some such as the following. 


Sub-genres 


Chromatic Rock 


Chromatic Rock is a form of music derived from Glam rock. It uses fast and punchy 
electronic guitar riffs, as in Speed metal, backed by a synthesizer and drums or a drum 
machine as in Pop or Prog rock. Vocals are often screamed or shouted as in Punk-rock, 
Deathrock or extreme Metal. Which musical element is in the foreground depends on the 


preference of the band leader. 


Heavy Chrome 


Heavy Chrome resembles Chromatic Rock in many ways, featuring several layers of 
instrumentation and enhancement mixed with a strong backbeat. Unlike Chromatic Rock, 
Heavy Chrome tends to be less engineered and harder sounding. Some bands in this sub- 
genre even go so far as to use old-style drums, guitars and bass mixed with some ambient 
synthesizer effects to give a dark and ominous feel to the music. Loud and heavy are the 
two key words used to describe this type of music. It is generally slower and deeper than 


Chromatic Rock. 


Neo - Pop punk 


Variant of Pop punk focused on recovering the essence of the original Punk through its 
lyrics, but keeping the commercial rhythms and melodies of Pop punk in order to get its 


message across to the masses more easily. 


Conscious Trap 


Variant of Trap, which arises as a modernization of the Conscious Rap of the 90s of the 
twentieth century and as a response to mainstream Trap (imitating to some extent, what 
happened with Gangsta Rap and this subgenre). It is characterised by having the same 
rhythms and melodies as standard Trap, differentiating itself in its lyrics which are explicit, 


direct and vindictive, loaded with a great deal of social criticism. 


Conscious Drill 


Conscious Drill is a sub-genre / micro-genre of Drill derived from Conscious Trap. Like the 
latter, it maintains the rhythms and melodies of its "parent" genre, but changes its message 


to convey a social critique / reflection. 


Chromatic Trap 


Chromatic Trap is a form of music that is a derivative of Trap. On a musical level, it uses 
samples of Rock music and derivatives, from genres such as Glam Rock, Prog Rock, Punk 
Rock, Death Rock or extreme Metal. In the case that a beat does not come from a sample, it 
uses darker and stronger electric guitar riffs with some electronic influences that allow it to 


differentiate itself from sub-genres such as Emo - Trap. 


Vocally, he uses a more classic rapping. Melodics are welcome, as well as screams, but 
without abusing them in order to differentiate from Trap Metal. Auto-tune as a tool is 


allowed, but without abusing it in order to differentiate it from standard Trap. 


On a lyrical level, it is heavily influenced by Trap Consciousness and Punk. The irony present 
in the Vaporwave movement has also influenced them. Their lyrics can sometimes seem 
less explicit than those present in Conscious Trap, but they compensate for this with a 


more critical message.

Being a movement and subculture born in the Digital Age, the Rockerboys take the idea of 
the fanzines of the Punk movement, but transferring it to the Net, adding that also to the 
use of different social networks in order to spread their message in every possible way and 


produce the change they want in people.

Fashion 


Fashion varies depending on the sub-genre that the artist/creator makes or the 


artist that is followed, but at a basic level, it could be said to be the following: 


Thematically and culturally, it fuses the exclusivity of the "beautiful people" and fashion 


sense of disco with the "angry young voice" of Punk. 


Members of the subculture have an androgynous appearance (often accentuated or 
augmented by plastic surgery). Both men and women wear make-up, from 
eyeliner/eyeshadow, mascara and/or lipstick to full face paint. The hairstyle and hair 


length for both men and women can be short, partially shaved or long. Followed bands set 


the trend. 


For fancy parties or discotheques, the style is usually metallic cloth clothing and metal 
jewellery. Men wear a chain mail jacket over a dress shirt and trousers (tie optional) with 
dress shoes or ankle boots. Women opt for cocktail or sheath dresses in metallic fabric with 
stockings and heels/booties or thigh or knee high boots.
